He said he questioned the wis- 
dom of that policy because of the | 
special function of the Bank of 
Canada. The proposal meant that 
an institution controlled by the 
Bank of Canada, using Bank of 
Canada money and prestige would 
enter into competition with the 
commercial banks it was supposed 
to regulate. 


DISRUPTS WHOLE POLICY 

“This proposal,’ he said, “dis- 
rupts the whole policy, independ- 
ence and power of the Bank of 
Canada.” 

The object of the bill was ex- 
cellent. The method was question- 
able. The example had been set 
by the Uniied States with the Re- 
construction Finance Corporation, 
an agency independent of the 
banking system and carrying out 
government policy. 

Mr. McGeer served notice he 
would ask that the bill be aban- 
doned when it came to the banking 
committee and that a corporation 
similar to the Reconstruction Fin- 
ance Corporation be created in- 
stead. 

The bill violated Liberal policy. 
“By the sale of bonds it went 
against the principle of currency 
and credit in terms of public 
need and not private gain.” 


It was proposed to lend money 
on things no one else would touch. 
This was a “weird conception of 
the kind of expansion we want.” 


CREATE MORE DEBT 

The problem of the post-war 
period would be to find more con- 
sumption, not more production, he 
said. The bill would give more 
production but not more consump- 
tion. It would create more debt 
and there was too much debt now. 


Some of the things to be done 
to adjust demand to supply were 
provision for better salaries for 
teachers, better schools for chil- 
dren, better living allowances for 
all public employees and crea- 
tion of the purchasing power 
needed through the whole social 
structure to keep industry on 
the move.

SYSTEM OF GUARANTEES 


The committee should consider 
utilizing present banking institu- 
tions by means of some system of 
government guarantees such as is 
provided in the National Housing 
Act which utilizes the mortgage 
companies, he said. 

“The state must underwrite na- 
tional prosperity and insofar as 
this bill goes to solve that end we 
are for it,” he said. 

It had been said the institution 
would be a “bad debt bank,” he 
continued, There might be bad 
debts. It was important to exer- 
cise proper care in loans, but 
bad debts were not nearly as 
important to Canada as keeping 
all the people employed at good 
wages. 

Canada’s problem for the future 
was not production, he said, It 
would be consumption. If there 
was a bottleneck between the pro- 
ducer and consumer it should be 
removed, If the bottleneck was 
monetary it should be dealt with 
boldly without clinging to tradi- 
tions of the past. 

ESSENTIAL TO PROSPERITY 

The development of industry in 
the Maritime provinces and the 
west was essential to a balanced 
prosperity in Canada, He said he 
was hopeful the bank would use its 
lending powers and prestige to 
that end.

LONDON, March 11,—(CP)—An

This is a poor makeshift for a 
concerted United Nations policy. 

If such arrangements are per- 
sisted in they will make it still 
more difficult for the United Na- 
tions to agree upon major policies, 
and upon the basis for a permanent 
international organization, before 
the victory in Eu- 
rope is won. 

The misnamed 
“European Ad- 
visory Commis- 
sion” was set up 
in London as a 
result of the Mos- 
conference 
of last autumn. 
Its sole members 
are the United 
States and Soviet 
ambassadors, and Sumner Welles 
a minor official of the British for- 
eign office. 
MILITARY TERMS 

It is of course clear that the mill 
tary terms of surrender to be de- 
manded of Germany, as well as the 
terms of economic disarmament, 
should be the first steps in the ex- 
ecution of a long-range policy. 


Each step to be taken by the 
United Nations with vegard to 
Germany, from the moment of 
Germany's surrender, should be 
taken only as part of an integral 
plan agreed upon by all of the 
United Nations. This plan should 
represent their definite judg- 
ment as to the surest means of 
preventing the German menace 
from again ravaging humanity in 
the years to come. 


If this requirement needed to be 
emphasized, one has only to read 
Colonel Stephen Bonsal’s exceed- 
ingly timely book “Unfinished 
Business.” This diary of the last 
peace conference demonstrates 
again that one of the chief reasons 
why German military aggression 
was once more able to lay waste a 
great part of the civilized world is 
that the Allied powers, when they 
met in Paris in 1919, had reached 


no agreements upon any interna- 
tional peace machinery, nor even 
upon a common policy towards a 
defeated Germany. When de- 
cisions were finally made in the 
chaotic rush of the peace confer- 
ence they were too often made 
haphazard or under the pressure 
of political expediency. The mea- 
sures taken affecting Germany, 
both before and after the Treaty 
of Versailles, were sporadic and 
contradictory. They were not the 
result of any long-range policy, re- 
presenting the common decisions 
of the Allied powers, agreed upon 
before the peace conference was 
held, 


PREVENT NEW MISTAKES 

The peoples of the United Na 
tions should not permit this un 
necessary, and fatal, mistake to be 
repeated. 

The creation of the second front 
by the United States and Great 
Britain is solely a military problem, 

Of the decisions which have to 
do with the military strategy in- 
volved the major powers must be 
the only judges. 

But the treatment of Germany 
after the day of her surrender is 
primarily a _ political question. 
Military dispositions after that time 
should only reinforce and comple- 
ment political decisions. 

These political decisions will af- 
| fect the future lives of every citi- 
| zen of the United Nations, 
| In his speech in the House of

DIFFERENCES AMONG POWERS 

There is no use in glossing over 
the fact that differences between 
the great powers do exist, and what 
is more, that differences between 
the great powers and the other 
members of the United Nations are 
rapidly increasing because the lat- 
ter have had no effective means ot 
participating in political decisions 
in which they are vitally concerned 

All of the peoples of the occupied 
countries of Europe will again have 
to live as neighbors of the German 
people. Are they to be given only 
an opportunity of “registering 
thelr views,” instead of participat 
ing in decisions by which their en- 
tire future will be affected? 

And how is it possible for the 
sovereign republics of the New 
World, or the British Dominions, 
to be excluded any longer from 
these deliberations? To take but

one example, is a great power, like 
the Republic of Brazil, at war with; 
Germany for almost two years, now 
preparing to send an expeditionary 
force to Europe, to be given no op- 


portunity to share in such de- 
cisions? 
The wisest, most objective, 


statesmanship which can be ob- 
tained from every one of the Un- 
ited Nations is required when 
these basic problems are decided. 
They can only safely be decided 
now. 


The European Advisory Commis- 
sion is wholly incompetent to carry 
out the responsibilities with which 
it has been charged.. 
TOP-RANKING COUNCIL 

The lack of frequent meetings 
between the heads of the govern- 
ments of the great powers, of which 
Mr. Churchill has publicly com; 
plained, can be at least partially 


remedied by transforming the pre- 
sent European Advisory Commis- 
sion into a council of top-rank pol- 
icy-making officers, and by en- 
larging it so that every group of 


states within the United Nations 
will be represented upon it. 
Unless this is done, time, which 
can never be recaptured, will be 
lost, and confusion and friction will 
increase. Like the Allied powers 
in 1918, the United Nations will 
then find themselves drifting into 
the armistice period with no prior 
agreement between them as how 
best to prevent the recurrence of 
the very same conditions as those 
which have forced them into the 
war in which they are now battling 
for survival. .

Beautify the River Area 


There is a suggestion that the city 
will not permit the Blowey-Henry ware- 
house to be rebuilt on its present site inas- 
much as it is said to be more than 50 per 
cent destroyed by fire, and buildings of 
its type may not be rebuilt, according to 
the by-law, under those circumstances and 
on such a site. 

It is to be hoped that no legal wrangle 
will ensue over this point but that the 
owners of the burned building, being not- 
ably public spirited citizens, will realize the 
fundamental discordance of a purely in- 
dustrial building in an area that lends itself 
so admirably and even demandingly to 
beautification. 

It should be laid down as a principle, 
now, that the entire river area lies in an 
exclusive zone of beautification. 

That fine sweep of water, with its banks 
and its flatlands, can be developed to make 
Edmonton one of the loveliest cities in 
Canada. Improperly developed, it can make 
Edmonton one of the ugliest. 

Irrespective of what the bylaw permits, 
no warehouse should be built or rebuilt 
along the river banks, The Canadian Na- 
tional or the city should take over the site 
of the burned building, at a fair price to 
the owners.

Quebec Divorces 


Parliament has been debating again the 
question of whether or not it should deal 
with applications for divorce, or turn this 
duty over entirely to the courts. The main 
argument urged for closing the parliament- 
ary doors against such petitions is that the 
members have to waste time on matters 
which the courts deal with in eight of the 
nine provinces, Quebec being the only one 
having no divorce courts, 

A stronger argument, but one less em- 
phasized, is that judges are better qualified 
to sift evidence and administer justice than 
are members of the House of Commons or 
the Senate. 

Quebec, however, seems to prefer to 
have its marital troubles settled by parlia- 
ment. Perhaps for the reason that divorce 
is discouraged when a marriage can only be 
dissolved by a special act of parliament, 
with the nation-wide publicity involved in 
having the petition broadcast in the official 
Gazette. It is observable however that des- 
pite this, a good many petitions for divorce 
do come from that province at every ses- 
sion. 

But since there is no proof that Quebec 
people in any large proportion desire the 
change, the probability is that parliament 
will leave the door ajar to petitioners from 
that province. What could be done appro- 

priately—if such action is necessary—is 
to empower Quebec courts to hear divorce 
pleas where the parties concerned are will- 
ing or choose to have their cases decided 
by a judge.

Preparedness Now 


It is drue enough for practical purposes 
to say that the depression which brought- 
unemployment, loss and misery to a large 
proportion of people across Canada in the 
years of the last decade was due to econ- 
omic conditions which the victims could 
not foresee and could not generally protect 
themselves against. That is fair ground 
on which to urge that relief debts be can- 
celled, except in cases where fraud was 
practised. 

But this is not good ground on which 
to excuse wastefulness by saying that if 
another dull period comes along that, too, 
will be something that could not have been 
foreseen or guarded against. 

Everyone knows that we have had four 
years of rapidly expanding employment; 
that wages have been end are on the aver- 
age higher than prevail in peace-time; and 
that people generally have had and now 
have an opportunity to save something out 
of their earnings to guard against future 
uncertainties, 

Depression may not come again. But 
no one knows that it won't come. And 
even should there never be another, cir- 
cumstances will arise in which the individ- 
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ual is certain to need more money than he 
can hope to take from his current-earnings. 
Depression or no depression, no one has a 
right to suppose that he can go through 
life without facing situations when savings 
will be needed. 

These are the dayS in which to accumu- 
late these reserves against future needs; 
against sickness, accident, fire, old age, 
loss of work, failing powers. Such things 
befall people along the way of life, what- 
ever their occupation. It is folly to not 
provide against them while there is a 
chance to do so. 


A Pre-View 


Finnish newspapers do not like the 
peace terms submitted by Russia, and are 
saying so in emphatic language. They 
probably reflect what the public are think- 
ing, and what the officials at Helsinki also 
think but dare not say. From an Allied 
point of view the terms do not seem harsh, 
but naturally that is not the point of view 
from which the Finns survey the proposi- 
tion. The hard fact, however, is that, what- 
ever the Finns think about the terms, they 
will have to accept them or fare worse. 

The Russo-Finnish situation is a small 
scale pre-view of the situation that will 
arise when Germany and Japan are com- 
pelled to surrender. The Nazis and the 
Japs are not going to like the terms the 
Allies present to them. No one need ex- 
pect them to. They will protest that the 
conditions are too severe—whatever the 
conditions may be. A dictated peace never 
was and never can be agreeable to the 
vanquished, But this time it has to be a 
dictated peace. There can be no such thing 
as a negotiated arrangement. 

The Allied peoples may as well harden 
their resolution on that point. We shall 
have to deal with the aggressors—at the 
settlement table and Jong after—accord- 
ing to their deserts, not according to their 
protests, prayers or professions,

Government's 1940 mortgage census 
the average rate of interest in the 
United States on Mortgage loans on 
single family dwellings was 5.55 
per cent, 

The Federa) Home Loan Bank, a 
United States government 
ization, reports that the average 
rate of interest received by 3,413

member savings and loan associa-} 


tions was 5.72 per cent in 1942. In 
the case of the smaller associations 
the average rate of interest was 
over 6 per cent and in one state was 
7.25 per cent. 

Mortgage money for urban loans 
is freely available in Canada at 5! 
| per cent and 6 per cent. In all prov- 


}inces, other than Alberta, National 
Housing Act mortgages are avail- 
able at 5 per cent. These facts do 
not indicate that interest rates in 
/Canada are greatly difierent from 
those in United States. 

According to “Farm Mortgage 
Credit Facilities in United States” 
a book issued in 1942 by the U.S. 
Department of Agriculture, the 
average contract rate of interest on 
farm mortgages in United States 
was 5.5 per cent in 1940, with con- 
siderable variation in interest rates 
being shown as between various 
parts of the country 

The prevailing rate of interest on 
farm mortgages in Alberta is 6 
per cent, Thus, farm mortgage in- 
terest rates in Alberta are not 
much different from those in 
| United States.

Editor Bulletin; Among the more 
important matters being dealt with 
at the present session of the provin- 
cial legislature is the introduction of 
a bill to authorize the issue of 
perpetuals, or as sometimes called, 
consuls, 

In plain words a “perpetual” is 
the promise of a public body to pay 
a fixed sum annually or semi-ann- 
ually, based upon the prevailing 
rate of interest at time of issue; no 
promise or intention to repay any 
principal sum is included, but the 
fixed sum aforesaid is in continuity. 
From the foregoing it will be seen 
that the issuing public body merely 
sells an annuity with the advantage 
over ordinary annuities that the ori- 
ginal purchase price is obtainable, 
after issue, at any time on the pub- 
lic market, much as a bond bearing 
principal payment is saleable be- 
fore maturity. 

The chief advantages to the issu- 
ing public body may be briefly sum- 
med up, 

1, The absence of costly refunding 
or money replacement necessary to 
retire fixed principal maturities, 
this being a heavy bill of expense 
incurred almost annually, In prac- 
tise this expense becomes an added 
charge to the cost of floating the 
original bond issue. 

2. Reduced taxation due to non- 
necessity of setting up a sinking 


| fund to provide for payment of a 


principal debt. 

3. The favorable psychological ef- 
fect on general credit due fo the 
fact that no principal debt exists 
against the issuing public body and 
the unlikelihood of it ever having 
to face financial embarrassment. 
This automatically tends toward 
lower taxation. 

4. General expediency 
handling of capital funds. 

It must be borne in mind that, in 
most cases, the larger public body 
borrowers remain continuing debt- 
ors. This refers in particular to 
those who keep in step with modern 
progress and serve their citizens 
best. Why, therefore, keep renewing 
continually at great cost, a debt that 
will in reality never be liquidated?

Encyclopedia, and it goes on: “In 
accordance with its provisions, 
Poland kept Galicia and a part of 
| White Ruthenia. However, the new 
| Soviet-Polish frontier was far less 
advantageous for the Poles than the 
one which was proposed to Poland 
by the Soviet government in April 
1920; the frontier determined after 
the Polish-Soviet war runs 50 to 100 
kilometers te the west of the line 
which was suggested at the begin- 
ning of the war. This means that 
Soviet Russia emerged victorious 
even from this struggle against the 
forces of counter-revolution.

Report of All People’s Mission, 
covering its work in 1943, indicates 
an increasing volume of activity at 
the four centres—-Bissell Memorial, 
Buchanan, Beverly and _ Forest 
Heights, Four Sunday schools were 
operated, with enrolment of 504; 
seven registered C.G.LT. groups 
were conducted; four vacation 
schools were held, with 191 in at- 
tendance. Goodwill Industries work 
was continued. 

Fresh-air camps last summer 
took care of about 100 each of boys 
and girls and were operated large- 
ly out of a,Community Chest 
grant. The mission’s cottage at 
Alberta beach was filled all the 
season with needy families. 

Among those listed as making 
use of the gymnasium and other 
facilities at Bissell Institute, the 
main centre, are Slav, Jewish, 
Chinese, Czechoslovak, Japanese 
and colored groups. 

Givings to the missionary work 
of the United Church of Canada, 
under which All People’s oper- 
ates, were $242, and the women's 
organizations raised $185. Total 
givings were $2,232.

| aster. But present indications are 
that we are on the road to the 
needed air supremacy, provided 
our commanders have enough of 
the necessary equipment. 

When Tedder and Spaatz were 
named among the top leaders in the 
plans for reducing Fortress Europe, 
airmen here were convinced that 
they would insist on cutting down 
and if possible eliminating the 
Luftwaffe before giving their sanc- 
tion to an all-out invasion. It ap- 
pears that their advice has been 
heeded and that the indispensable 
preliminary—defeat of the enemy 
in the air—is at last being attended 
to, 


AVOID MAIN MISTAKES 

We are apparently succeeding in 
a pre-inVasion air batle of the kind 
in which the Germans failed mis- 
erably. The reason is that we are 
managing to avoid the main mis- 
takes made by the Nazis in the 
rattle of Britain. One of these, as 


| ance, 


pointed out in an earlier dispatch, 
was their wrong choice of targets. 
In the present case we are direct- 
ing our attack primarily against the 
enemy's air power on the ground 
and in the air—the very thing the 
Germans did not do. 

Three other Nazi errors which we 
are now avoiding should be noted: 

1—The Germans sought to take 
the British skies with insufficient 
combat power. We are steering 
clear of this mistake by augment- 
ing the firepower of our bombers 
with the firepower of strong fight- 
er airplane convoys. 

When the Germans improved 
their fighter pianes through the 
use of larger calibre guns and 
rocket torpedoes, they obtained a 
tactical edge over our bombers. 

If our bombers today had to de- 
pend solely on their own fire- 
power, as they did last year, they 
could not venture into Germany 
without exorbitant losses, But the 
swarms of fighter planes we are 
now sending to hield the bomb- 
ers have erased this German mar- 
gin and restored the tactical bal- 
ance. Under the circumstances 
our numerical advantage is ef- 
fective, 

We should, of course, not dis- 
count the possibility that the Luft- 
waffe may again enhance its fire- 
power and upset the tactical bal- 

We dare not assume that the 
enemy is asleep at the switch. That 
is why it is of supreme importance 
that Tedder and Spaatz receive the 
maximum quantity of air power 
now, while there is tactical equal- 
ity and every increase in numbers 
counts, 

2—The Germans suffered by 
reason of inadequate bomb loads. 
There had long been a division of 
opinion in aviation circles whether 
to build a great many small bomb- 
ers or fewer bombers of greater 
load-carrying capacity. There were 
those who argued against putting

| too many eggs in one basket. The; 


Battle of Britain provided the de- 
cisive answer in action, 
learned from the German failure. 
The average Allied bomber is today 
delivering ten times more weight in 
bombs than the German bomber 
was able to deliver. 

The final German mistake in 
the 1940 battle was their failure to 
carry through on a fixed strategy— 
that is to say, their lack of continu- 
ity of action. Their offensive was 
frequently interrupted, giving the 
British defenders invaluable breath- 
ing spells. 

As long as our own available 
bombing force was too small, and 
much of it siphoned off for tasks 
in support of ground operations, 
we could not apply air power with 
the necessary continuity. In re- 
cent weeks this has become pos- 
sible. We are witnessing a mag- 
nificent attempt to hammer the 
main target—the Luftwaffe, and in 
particular its fighter command— 
without dangerous interruptions. 
This, too, underlines the incalcul- 
able value of bringing superior 
numbers to bear at this time. With- 
out adequate planes and personne] 
to draw upon, the principle of con- 
tinuity of action becomes impos- 
sible. 

“The Germans used the wrong 
kind of air force, in the wrong way, 
in the wrong place,” was the way 
the writer three years ago summed 
up the Battle of Britain. The same 
thing can be said now in reverse 
We are using the right kind of air 
force, in the right way, in the right 
place. We have a unique chance 
to destroy Germany from the air 
this year if we are able to give 
Tedder and Spaatz al! the air power 
they need. (Whether this will be 
done is not yet clear.) Our main 
handicap, relatively speaking, is 
that we are still doing the number 
one job of the war with meager 
means, considering the industrial 
might of Great Britain and the 
United States. A nation capable 
of producing 100,000 planes a year 
but using only 3 or 4 per cent. of 
that number for the conquest of the 
major enemy certainly has failed 
somewhere along the line to utilize 
all its strategic muscles.

As far back as the 
twelfth century, ‘bowles’ was 
popular game in England and ac- 
cording to an English authority, | 
Strut, ‘The pastime of bowling, 
whether practiced on an open 
green, or in bowling alleys, was | 
probably an innovation of the| 
Middle Ages (400-1500 A.D.). Dur- 
ing that period, bowling was played 
under covered sheds and finally 
upon bowling alleys within door.’ 


TO AMERICA IN 1623 
“PPHE original bowls (or balls of} 

the game of bowls) were 
stone boulders, and were as near} 
spherical in conformation as could} 
be procured; hence, stones not be-| 
ing perfect spheres explains the 
cause of bias, or curve, that the| 
balls take in the lawn game of 
bowls.

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Discrimination 
Against Prairie 


Industry Seen

Edmonton Bulletin Ottawa Bureau 

OTTAWA, March 11.—Discrim- 
ination against the prairie prov- 
inces in the development of war 
industry was charged in the 
House of Commons yesterday by 
John W. Diefenbaker (PC-Lake 
Centre), during a debate on the 


Industrial Development Bank 
Bill. 
Mr. Diefenbaker said that when | 


he considered the government's 
failure to develop industry on the 
prairies during wartime, he feared 
for the future with respect to the 
money that would be placed by the 
proposed corporation 
Saskatchewan, he said, produced 
twelve million bushels of flax, The 
sunflower seed crop was nine mil- 
lion pounds. The oil cake derived 
was required by prairie stock and 


dairy men While Saskatchewan 
produced fifty per cent of the flax 
in the prairie provinces and re- 


quired this cake for protein supple- | 


ment, the production had gone 
ahead in other provinces and live- 
stock producers had to pay top 
prices 


TWO EASTERN PLANTS 


Two plants had been up in 
the east to process oil seed, one in 
Hamilton and one in Toronto 

The general charge was made 
that small industrial concerns 
had been strangled during the 
Past four or five years and had 
not been given an opportunity to 
obtain a fair share of the war- 
time business of Canada.

For supporting the Royal House 
that had privileged the Junkers for 
four centuries, two officers were 
killed before their King's flag—two 
commoners. Not a single Junker 
died for the monarchy when Ger- 
many became a republic. The Jun- 
kers and the generals, with their 
brilliant orders, disappeared—for a 
short while—into the background. 


Hindenburg delivered the fort- 
ress Germany, as his forbear had 
delivered the fortress Spandau, in- 
to the hands of the enemy. But he 
was not condemned to death—he 
became a popular hero. And, seven 
years later, the Germans elected 
him President of the Republic he 
hated. Ludendorff, the other war 
dictator, armed with a pair of 
yellow spectacles, fled under the 
name of Lindstroem to Sweden, 
from where, later, his successor 
Goering emerged as a second Loh-

Similar things may happen fo- 


day.. Two reasons will be respon- 


sible for 
The bombing of the German 
cities will more deeply affect the 
nervous German character than it 
did the English. The English, nat- 
urally cold-blooded, tend to be-- 
come stubborn when — suffering 
hardships. Moreover, they have 
been trained through centuries to 
civil responsibility and can act in- 
dependently, whereas the Germans, 
drilled to obedience and submis- 
sion to military authority, will be 
cruelly awakened from their dream 
of world conquest by the defeat of 
their leaders and the terrible des- 
truction of their home land. 


The second reason for the col- 
lapse will be the cynicism of the 
Junker leaders who, with few 
exceptions, have always concen- 
trated more on consolidating 
their power and accumulating 
fortunes than on sacrificing their 
lives to the service of their fel- 
low-countrymen. The Junker 
generals whom Hitler, because of 
their military efficiency, was 
forced to take into his army, and 
who will succeed him after his 
downfall or his death by murder, 
will do everything to save their 
own persons and positions, leav- 
ing their hollow phrases of pat- 
riotism to go to the devil. 

The world will not witness bat- 
tles on German soil. The victorious 
Allies will see a complete surren- 


der of Germany, sooner than they | 


are ready to believe at present, as 
surprising to them as to Napoleon 
in 1806 and to “och in 1918.

They call for a compe- 
tent monetary authority, operating 
through the Bank of Canada and 
responsible to the people through 
parliament, to have “full and ef- 
fective control” over the monetary 
system; for adequate monetary fa- 
cilities being available at all times 
to finance all required production, 
for the people at all times possess- 
ing purchasing power equivalent to 


the total prices of goods for sale} 


on the market, and for proper safe- 
guards against inflation or defla- 
tion: and for all money required 
for Dominion government services 
to be issued on instruction of par- 
liament without increasing the na- 
tional debt. 


PURPOSE OF TAXATION 
Federal taxation should be used

port states. 

“Every submission made to the 
committee has made it clear that 
carrying out of proposals depended 
upon the provision of adequate fin- 
ance,” it is pointed out.

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Your Baby 
And Mine 


By MYRTLE MEYER ELDRED 

The baby who is extraordinar- 
ily slow taking his bottle is not 
unknown to mothers. One of the 
reasons given here for this habit 
was the use of a nipple with holes 
so tiny that the baby became 
weary pulling milk through it. 

Mrs. P. S. has another cause. “T 
recalled having similar trouble 
with my baby one week after I 
came from the hospital. But with 
me, the cause was failure to strain 
the boiled formula. The thick por- 
tion clogged the nipples no matter 
how large the holes. Straining end- 
ed this.” 

Mrs. M. H. O. says this slowness 
in taking the bottle is the same 
difficulty she had with her three- 
months-old baby. “When she got a 
formula my daughter had no idea 
what to do with the nipple. She 
would chew it instead of sucking. 
It took her so long to finish a two 
ounce feeding that she and I were 
both exhausted, Enlarging the holes 
did not help as she only choked. 

“Finally, I borrowed a well-worn 
nipple from a neighbor. It was so 
soft it was ready to be discarded. 
I boiled it well and lo! she took it 
beautifully. When I could no longer 
exchange new for old nipples, | 
boiled the new ones for hours until 
they were soft. This solved the dif- 
ficulty. Gradually we have accus- 
tomed her to a firmer nipple and 
have no more trouble.” 

Mrs. L. M. Writes, “My 8-months- 
old baby takes canned milk with 
added vitamin D. Some doctors say 
it is not necessary to give more 
vitamin D. Would you please com- 
ment on this?” 

I'll give you what is said on this 
subject in “Infant Nutrition” by 
Williams McKim Marriott as re- 
vised by P. C. Jeans, A.B.M.D. 


1 quote: “A large proportion of 
evaporated milk on the market 
has been irradiated to the extent 
that it contains 135-units of vita- 
min D to the reconstituted quart. 
(This means after the water has 
been added to the milk.) A few 
brands of evaporated milk have 
been fortified with cod liver oil 
concentrate to the extent of 400 
units to the reconstituted quart, 
The vitaman D requirement may 
be satisfied easily with the 400- 
unit milk. The 135-units provides 
enough to prevent rickets but not 
the optimum amount.” 

Clearly, you should read the label 
on the can of milk you use to be 
sure which vitamin D-unit milk is 
being supplied

Tax Ingenuity

SOMEWHERE IN) ENGLAND, ! 


March 11—(CP)—It’s a headache at 
a hospital in England when a pa- 
tient is put on a special diet—but 
ingenuity and the Canadian Red 
Cross usually save the day, said 
\lice P. McGuigan of Charlotte 
town, P.E.1, and Windsor, Ont 


dietitian at the large Canadian gen- 
eral hospital here. 

In the big, steamy 
Lieut. McGuigan, a member 
Canadian Army Medical Corps 
supervised the loading of food 
trucks for the Canadian servicemen 
in the hospital's wards. Waiting to 
discuss the menus for the next meal 
was the chief cook, Sgt. Stuart Mc- 
Leod of Calgary 

For noonday meal the patients— 
those on normal diets at least— 
were getting cream of celery soup, 


kitchen here, 
of the 


roast lamb with boiled potatoes, 
garden peas, toast and tea and a 
|caramel pudding. For supper, ac- 


cording to the menu, they were to 
get barley broth, roast beef, scal- 
{loped potatoes, cole slaw, bread 
and butter, tea and peach custard 
Not many civilians eat so well in 
England. 

“The food setup in Canadian hos- 
pitals in England is very good,” 
said the dietitian. “It's hard to get 
variety sometimes, but that makes 


my job interesting 

“The big problem 1s spectlal diets 
diabetics, or men returning 
from Sicily and Italy, usually un 
derweight and suffering from dys 
entry. They need fruit and tomato 
juices and there are none in Cana- 
dian army rations, though the 
Americans have them.” 

But the Canadian 
comes to the rescue,

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Two Held Over 


Twelve Bills Get Approval 
As House Devotes Sitting 
To Study of Legislation 


Twelve bills received approval of the Alberta Legislature 
in committee of the whole Friday, when most of that after- 
noon’s three-hour sitting was devoted to consideration of new 
legislation. The bills approved were reported to Mr. Speaker 
Peter Dawson for third readings. 


Two bills considered by the 
committee but not finally approv- | 
ed were one to amend the Social 
Services Tax Act, and another set- 
ting up a Natural Gas Utilities 


Board, and outlining its duties. | 


The latter bill, containing some 
81 sections, is one of the most 
important items of legislation be- 
fore the session. Many sections 
of it were approved, and others 
held back for further discussion. 

Approved by the committee was| 
the new Maternity Hospitalization} 
Act, which is to provide free mat 
ernity hospitalization to bona-fide 
Alberta residents, up to a maximum 
period of 12 days. 


ACCOMMODATION PROBLEM | 


During discussion on the matern- 
{ty bill, E. J. Martin (Ind., Peace 
River) said that many hospitals 
were now running at capacity. He 
wanted to know what the position 
would be when hospitals had no} 
room, and could get no materials 
to build, because of the war. 


In reply, Hon, Dr. W. W. Cross, 
minister of health, said that more 
hospitals are being built than ever 
before, and that eight were to be/ 
built this year. Provision is made 
for free hospitalization in nursing 
homes, if hospitals are filled, he! 
added. 

Answering further questions in 
regard to the nursing homes, Dr, 
Cross said that the nursing homes 
coming within the provisions of 
the act would be subject to in- 
spection, and must be operated by 
a properly qualified person. 

Replying to a question by J, H. 
Walker, Independent party leader, | 
Dr. Cross said that no provision was | 
being made for confinements in 
private homes.

It will mean 
that new tax rolls will be kept, 
and it has been devised for mach- 
ine operation, 

Regarding the 95 per cent requi- 
sition plan, the minister said that 
this was less than what the muni- 
cipalities were collecting, and less 
than what they had collected on an 
average over a period of six years. 
He said that the provincial treasury 
was prepared to make a gift of ar- 
rears to a municipality, if it did 
not default on the 95 per cent 
requisition, If on the other hand, 
there was an excess of collection in 
the municipality, the department 
would be willing to deposit the ex- 
cess in a trust account.

Gerry Amerongen, chairman of 
{the group on national policies, re- 
ported the proposals of the group 
both on international and national 
| policies. , 

He reported that the study group 
favored support of the United Na- 
tions rehabilitation program, espe- 
cially Canada’s participation in 
providing food for the hungry 
nations. 

The group opposed establish- 
ment of an international unit of 
currency and international stabil- 
ization of currency, inasmuch as 
the free flow of capital between 
countries would mean that capital 
would tend to flow to the coun- 
tries where profits were high on 
account of low wages, and thus 
tend to drive down wage levels 
all over the world. 

The group also opposed the main- 
tenance of a favorable balance of 
trade, pointing out that if you ex- 
port more 


owed to you by foreign countries. 

The group went on record favor- 
ing Canadian participation in an 
improved organization similar to 
the League of Nations. 


FAVOR MIDDLE COURSE 

On national policies, the group 
chose the middle course on the 
question of free enterprise or state 
control, favoring state control over 
large enterprises like public utili- 
ties and monopolistic industries, 
but private ownership of smaller 
businesses and industries. 

The group also recommended a 
uniform national labor policy, with 
some degree of control left to the 
province and the institution of a 


system of insuring employment 
rather than unemployment insur-
